Bill of Rights Day Dec. 15, 1990, has been pro¬ 
claimed by the President of the United States of 
America, in commemoration of the 199th anniver¬ 
sary of this extraordinary historic document. 

Our founding fathers had the wisdom in drawing 
up the plans for this great nation, the foundation 
of which is the Constitution, a remarkable simple 
document which outlines the relations of the states 
and individuals within the society of the government 
of the nation. 

No less important, however, was the subsequent 
adoption of the ten amendments that have come to 
be known as the Bill of Rights. It has been the 
single most important document in shaping the reality 
of our freedom. 

'As the Bicentennial Project for Bill of Rights 
Week, Dec. 9 - 15, the California Daughters are 
adopting “The George Mason Promotion.” Millions 
of Americans have never heard of Colonel George 
Mason of Guston Hall. His understandng of the 
law and experience under it enabled him to write 
down what people wanted to say but didn’t know 
how. 

Colonel Mason’s chief claims to fame are the 
Virginia Declaration of Rights and the First Con¬ 
stitution of Virginia. These organic laws of state¬ 
hood as written by George Mason established the 
standard for freedom throughout the civilized world. 


His public work and patriotic service at Williams¬ 
burg in the Spring of 1776, laid the foundation 
for our Declaration of Independence and our State 
and Federal Constitutions and Bill of Rights. He 
also helped write our National Constitution at 
Philadelphia in 1787, but stood fast against ratifica¬ 
tion until assured of the introduction and adoption 
of a Bill of Rights. 

In 1791, a year before his death, the first 
Ten Amendments to the Constitution were added. 
Historians, and again not only those from Virginia, 
agree that these amendments which protected the in¬ 
alienable rights of individuals came about as a result 
of George Mason’s leadership. 

We honor George Mason because he devoted 
his knowledge and abilities to the betterment of his 
countrymen and even to unborn generations. George 
Mason proved himself a truly great American. 

Californians join with the California State So¬ 
ciety National Society Daughters of the American 
Revolution, Mrs. John D Hanley, Regent, the Sons 
of the Revolution in the State of California, the 
American Legion, Masonic Lodges, Sons of the 
American Revolution, Veterans of Foreign Wars, 
the Bill of Rights Commemoration Committee, and 
other official, religious, and patriotic groups in the 
observance of Bill of Rights Day and Week, 1990, 
recognizing the importance of the Bill of Rights.

Design guidelines presented to city council 


Design guidelines for downtown Sierra Madre, 
submitted by the Main Street Design Review Council, 
was presented recently to the City Council for review 
and study at a later date. 

The result of more than a year of intensive 
study and development, the comprehensive 60-page 
guidlebook covers everything from Goals and Objec¬ 
tives and Procedures For Design Review to both 
specific and general recommendations for the down¬ 
town private and public sectors. 

Included in the private or business sector por¬ 
tion are recommendations on architectural develop¬ 
ment such as new buildings, remodeling and site 
amenities, and architectural elements such as pro¬ 
portions, windows, doors, roofs, materials, relief 
and detail, color and screening of unsightly trash, 
equipment and service areas. 

Separate sections are devoted to awnings and 
canopes, landscaping, lighting, visual impact and 
maintenance. 

Under the public sector portion and proposal 
includes guidelines for street lighting, site amen¬ 


ities such as benches, trash receptacles and decor¬ 
ative sidewalks; signage and graphics, landscaping 
and walls. 

Both Kersting Court and the City Hall complex 
have special portions devoted to them. 

Thirty-three illustrative plates accompany the 
extensive recommendations and include renderings 
of both “recommended” and “not recommended” 
designs. 

The guidebook lists as its main goal develop¬ 
ment of “a physically improved downtown . . . pre¬ 
serve a mountain village image, respecting histori¬ 
cal traditions.” 

The Recommendations vary from such 
specific guidelines as “a new building should fill 
the entire lot space,” “solid or residential doors, 
aluminum or metal framing and ‘plated’ hardware 
are not recommended,” and “no reflective, dark or 
high performance glass may be used,” to such general 
guidelines as “colors should harmonize with, but 
not match, the neighboring buildings,” and “roof 
form should be integrated into the building and

balance as a whole.” 

The general recommendations, of necessity, call 
for considerable judgemental decision on the part of 
the Design Review Council, Planning Commission 
and City Council. 

The book lists some 15 conditions found in the 
business district which are “extremely damaging to 
the overall image,” including cracked masonry, 
boarded windows and doors, torn screens and 
broken doors, tatered awnings, debris and weeds, 
missing letters and deteriorated signs, and inadequate 
trash enclosures. 

It recommends a number of maintenance items 
including routine window and door washing, side¬ 
walk sweeping, replacement of broken glass, re¬ 
painting, cleaning of gutters and downspouts. 

Under recommendations for the public sector it 
states that “one style of light standard should be 
utilized , . . not only on the streets but at all 
parking lots and public buildings.” 

This would appear to address the widely dif¬ 
fering standards currently existing in the newlv ren-

There is a book just coming off the presses, 
written by a Sierra Madrean, that fits in a man’s 
back pocket or in a woman’s purse or backpack. 

The reason for the size, 7 inches by 4V4 
inches, is utilitarian — it should be taken on hikes 
or walks through the deserts or mountains. 

George Liskow, local attorney-turned author, 
has recently produced a book which he calls “Wild- 
flowers of the Mt. Wilson Trails and San Gabriel 
Mountains.” Very self-explanatory, most beautiful 
to look at and easy to read. It’s a lovely book, at 
only $10.95 plus tax, to have in your collection. 

And why did Liskow, who works mostly in ar¬ 
bitration, write the book. “It seemed like a good idea. 

I had all these pictures and didn’t want them to go 
to waste.” 

Has he had much writing experience? “Yes, but 
just alot of stiff stuff,” he grins above his ever¬ 
present, bright bow tie. “Now I get to write tun 
stuff.” 

Liskow has been taking photos since July, 
1951 and has had bet’’ Nikons and Pentaxes. He 
shot these photos with a Nikon 8008 with a lens 


60mm, f 2.8 which focuses to two inches. 

He didn’t start taking pictures of wildflowers 
until five years ago and that was in the Mojave 
desert with Roy and Mary Estoppey, “avoiding 
rattlesnakes.” 

Two of the photos in the book were taken oy 
George’s wife, Ginny, director of community affairs 
at ARCO. 

“It is amazing to me,” he says, “that these 
flowers can grow and prosper in such adverse 
conditions. There are absolutely spectacular flowers 
in this area.” 

He starts rattling off the most unlikely names 
for flowers — Blazing Star which is “five to six 
inches in diameter” and the Rattlesnake Weed that 
is so tiny that you could put five in the face of a 
dime. 

“Some flowers are very smart. They close dur¬ 
ing the day and open at night in the desert. Some 
simply turn their heads away from the sun. They have 
no fragrance,” Liskow recites.

The “Supremacy Claus” in Article 


VI of the Constitution was the substan 


tive answer to the problem of unifica 


tion of the thirteen colonies. However, 


it was also one of the reasons why George 


Mason and Edmund Randolph of Vir 
ginia and Elbridge Gerry of Massachu¬ 
setts would not sign the Constitution 
without a Bill of Rights, It was the rea¬ 
son why James Madison went to the 
First Congress to get a Bill of Rights. 

Madison had suggested the language 
on the free exercise of religion which 
was finalized in Section 16 of the Vir¬ 
ginia Declaration of Rights. It put an 
effective end to religious persecution 
of the Baptists by the Anglicans in Vir¬ 
ginia. Madison bwame a hero overnight 
in Orange County. 

During the Constitutional Conven¬ 
tion and the subsequent struggle for 
ratification, Madison sided with the 
majority on the ground that we did not 
need a Federal Bill of Rights because 
State Constitutions and Bills of Rights 
were sufficient to protect the people. 
He now became a villain overnight in 
Orange County because the Baptists 
feared that the Federal Government 
would preempt State laws and Consti¬ 
tutions, including Virginia’s Statute of 
Religious Liberty. 

Thomas Jefferson wrote to Madison 
from France urging him to consider a 
Bill of Rights because the people want¬ 
ed and needed one. Madison changed 
his mind, confessed error and admitted 
that Mason and others were right. 

Madison barely managed to get 
himself elected to the First Congress 
where he sponsored legislation to pro¬ 
vide a Bill of Rights. He was success¬ 
ful except for one thing — The House 
(Madison’s) bill contained an article 
on separation of powers, but the Senate 
deleted it. 

Twelve Articles of Amendment to 
the Constitution were submitted by 
Congress to the States on Sept. 25, 
1789. Ten were ratified by their legisla¬ 
tures and became effective Dec. 15,1791. 
These first ten amendemnts have been 
known ever since as the Bill of Rights.

Paula, a drum 
majorette for our high school band, had me 
going gah-gah half the time. If I could only 
have known what the future held. 


As I “evolve” in this life, 1 see things, 
as the song goes, more clearly now. I spent 
much of my life in a Quixotic scramble chasing 
much more than windmills. People, it seems, 
were less important than events. And although 
many of my years were "peopled,” I can’t 
tell you where most of them are now. And 
that’s sad. 

The fact, as well as a strange new fascin¬ 
ation for my old haunts, pulled me back to 
Boston in recent years. If there is a "Boston” 
in your life, and you find yourself troubled 
with similar feelings, I recommend a trip.

MAINSTIIffr

A few business and property owners at¬ 
tended the Main Street/Chamber board meeting 
last week to comment on the hot agenda 
items: Kersting Court reveunping and the Ma¬ 
yor’s Median Strip Task Force recommenda¬ 
tion. 

The discussion and debate was lively on 
both issues. Parking committee chairman Ed 
Kline, who is also a professional traffic engin¬ 
eer, made excellent presentations. The basic 
Kersting Court revamping plans seemed to be 
supported. Questions and concerns about design 
related issues drew the most comment. 

Because the conceptual proposal calls for a 
raised entrance to the Court from Baldwin, and 
a raised exit onto Sierra Madre Blvd., 
there were concerns expressed that the Sierra 
Madre Rose Float would not have access to the 
court for display after the New Year’s parade. 
A second issue was that large semi delivery 
trucks would not be able to negotiate the turn 
into the court. Or, if they got in they would 
block the traffic lane preventing cars from exiting 
while they were there. 


Perhaps the most controversial aspect of 
the conceptual proposal is conversion of south 
side parking from parallel to 30 degree. On the 
plus side is the addition of five new parking 
spaces on the court. Two main objections were 
voiced: 30 degree stalls on the south side re¬ 
duce the exit lane substantially, will creative 
congestion and cause minor fender benders; 
the concept makes Kersting Court a parking lot. 

A major issue, both real and emotional, 
that was raised is that of pedestrian safety. 
One of the major concept features is that it 
will eliminate or significantly reduce the use 
of Kersting Court as a “short cut” from Bald¬ 
win Ave. to Sierra Madre Blvd. While some 
suggest there is no current problem with traffic 
speed through Kersting Court, many more say 
the court is dangerous to your health because 
of the through traffic. 

Reducing access width and confining access 
to the court for shopper parking rather than 
through traffic is a concept that has been pub¬ 
licly discussed for several years. Kersting Court 
is an important, downtown public landmark. 
To many, it represents the essence of Sierra 
Madre. It is a fragile environment that must 
be preserved. 

Wait a minute. The word “preserved” 
doesn’t mean “no change.” I believe there is 
a strong case to be made in favor of the de¬ 
sign concept that causes west bound traffic to 
go to Sierra Madre Blvd. and use the right turn 
only lane that is also included in the proposal. 
Certainly this design element would substantially 
improve pedestrian safety in Kersting Court. Stay 
tuned. I’m confident this proposal is bound to 
generate a good deal more debate before it 
is resolved.

I went to one of those library book sales 
last Saturday and for $26 got a sampling 
of everything from The Beatles by Times 
Books and Rolling Stone to The Holy Bible in 
giant print. 

When the cashier was totaling up my col¬ 
lection, the only book sale commented on was 
“Frog and Toad Together” by Arnold Lobel. 

‘‘Oh, you got ‘Frog and Toad,’ she said 
with glee. ‘‘I love ‘Frog and Toad.’ ” 

As 1 read this whimsical collection, 1 un¬ 
derstood her enthusiasm. Frog and Toad are 
as delightful and eccentrically profound as 
Winnie and his friends at Pooh corner. 1 don’t 
know if Arnold Lebel was inspired and inllu- 
enced a great deal by A.A. Milne, the author ot 
the Winnie the Pooh books, but they are simi¬ 
lar in having produced children’s books that 
are jewels. 

‘‘Frog and Toad Together” consists of five 
little stories, written at the 1 Can Read Book 
level (approximately 2nd grade), and yet the 
stores are as meaningful to adults as to the 
children (probably more so, given Lobel’s droll 
humor and observations). They cut across age 
barriers and speak purely to the human exper¬ 
ience, at any age, at any stage . . . 

The stories included here are “A List,” “The 
OarHen ” “CnnWips.” “Hriiponc .^nd r'.inntc,” 






and ‘‘The Dream.” The book is 64 pages long 
in the 1972 Harper and Row edition. 1 am sure 
there are more updated printings, or, re-issues 
in the bookstores now. 

The stories are amazing parables. “Cookies” 

1 had heard read by Harold Ivan Smith, a wri¬ 
ter, lecturer, and great affecionado ot child¬ 
ren’s books. I could still hear his voice as 1 
read it to myself, and was reminded of how 
memorable is a story well-told and also the voice 
that tells it. 

“The Garden,” 1 first saw in Spanish in 
a 2nd or 3rd grade reader. The Hispanic child¬ 
ren and 1 read it and translated it into English 
the best we could, laughing as we recognized 
the humor in both languages. How wonderful 
it was for me to read it in English feeling 
like nothing had changed. 

So these characters, these devoted com¬ 
panions, Frog and Toad, get around. If they 
haven’t gotten around to you and yours yet, 
this may be your chance to meet them during 
the holidays for a bit of cheer. No, they’ll 
not be as big this season as Ninja Turtles, 
but they have been around longer and they’ll be 
here when The Simpsons and The Ninjas 
have gotten out of our way, man. Money 
back guarantee.

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“Murder on the Re- 
Run,” a mystery-comedy 
now at the Sierra Madre 
Playhouse, has a plot 
made complex by 
flashback and re-flash¬ 
backs, by a character that 
the other characters can 
only see sometimes, and 
by people who have 
already been murdered 
standing around making 
comments. 

Jane, a writer (Laura 
Wynne), for example, 
drops dead as the cur¬ 
tain rises. She does 
not get to go home, 
however, because Kitty, 
(“Are you an angel or 
what?”) can reverse time 
and let the audience see 
what has led up to this. 
Kitty has been wait¬ 
ing around to get into 
Up There for several 
hundred years, earning 
credits to counteract 
the many demerits she 
acquired while living, 
by straightening out 
human affairs and 
seeing that people mend 
their ways. 

As played by Natalie 
Dolishny, Kitty is 
reminiscent of Goldie 
Hawn, and her com¬ 


ments to the audience, 
her relentless pursuit of 
junk food (“the meals 
are so healthy Up There.”) 
and her occasional visible 
appearances are what 
keep the play moving. 
Brad Kahn as an aging 
movie idol, Bonz Stone 
as a “Miss Apple Pie”

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George Mason and the Bill of Rights 


In May and June of 1776, 
George Mason wrote Virginia's 
Declaration of Rights, a state¬ 
ment of principles that became a 
model for other states, as they 
wrote their own constitutions, 
and later inspired the federal Bill 
of Rights 

When the Confederation 
Congress called a meeting for 


May, 1787, .Mason was chosen as 
one of Virginia’s delegates, and 
he hastened to Philadelphia 

During the four months of 
the Federal Convention, George 
■Mason was very active His 
comments appear frequently in 
Madison’s notes of the 
proceedings But .Mason had two 
concerns. First, he was unhappy 


.Mason was crushed He told 
the convention that as the 
Constitution then stood, he 
"could neither give it his support 
or vote in Virginia,” and he 
"could not sign here what he 
could not support in Virginia " 
When the Constitution was 
signed on September 17, 1787, 
George .Mason refused to sign it, 
despite his conviction that the 
strong central government it 
established was the only hope of 
survival for the newly 
independent United States. 

In the Virginia ratifying 
convention of June, 1788, .Mason 
and Patrick Henry led those 
opposed to ratification, but for 
dilTerent reasons; .Mason because 
of the lack of a bill of rights; 
Henry to preserve the sover¬ 
eignty of the states. On June 25, 
Virginia ratified the Constitu 
tion, then appointed a 20- 
member committee—from both 
sides—to draw up a list of desired 
amendments. The list included a 
bill of rights taken from Mason’s 
Virginia Declaration of Rights of 
1776 and 20 other amendments 


After the Constitution was 
ratified, .Mason retired from 
public life and refused to become 
a candidate for the Senate in the 
new Federal Congress Poor 
health and family considerations 
kept him from straying far from 
his plantation, Gunston Hull, 
located about 20 miles south ol 
the present city of Washington, 
D C , on the bank of the F^otomac 
River From there, he watched as 
James .Madison led the fight for a 
Bill of Rights in the First Federal 
Congress and noted the progress 
of the Bill of Rights as the states 
ratified it, culminating with 
Virginia on December 15, 1791 

Mason died on October 7, 
1792 at Gunston Hall, secure in 
the knowledge that the 
Constitution he helped draft now 
had a Bill of Rights 

Gunston Hall, built in 1755 
by Mason, is open to the public 
every day except Thanksgiving, 
Christmas, and New Year's Day 
Work continues to restore the 
home to its original appearance 


that the new Constitution 
permitted the continuation of 
slavery—and, second that the 
new Constitution contained no 
guarantee of individual rights. 

On September 12, 1787, 
.Mason spijke in favor of a bill of 
rights and told the convention 
one could "be prepared in a few 
hours " A motion to include a bill 
of rights failed, with ten states— 
including Virginia—voting no 
and Massachusetts abstaining

novated parking lots, the streets and various public 
ouildings such as the library. 

The illustration in the guidlebook is similar to 
the new standards in the renovated parking lots. . 

It addresses street amenities such as benches, 
planters, walls and signage, with illustrations at con¬ 
siderable variance with existing amenities, in partic¬ 
ular the current signage. 

Regarding trees, it is critical of the current 
Ficus Nitida street trees and states that they “should 
perhaps be considered for future replacement.” 

It states emphatically that trees should be 
maintained in their natural shapes befitting a moun¬ 
tain village image and not trimmed to formal or 
unnatural configurations. 

It also expresses the opinion that the Beauti¬ 
fication Committee’s Children’s Sidewalk Art pro¬ 
gram is “a tradition in Sierra Madre. It adds charm 
and character to the business district and should be 
preserved or replaced whenever possible.” 

It opposes any building structure in the “park¬ 
like setting of Kersting Court,” which presumably 
would exclude either the proposed P.E. Station rep¬ 
lica or permanent Red Car, but encourages use of 
benches, tables and chairs, as well as recommending 
a decorative use of water such as a fountain or 
running stream and better lighting for evening enjoy¬ 
ment of the area. 

While recognizing that the City Hall complex 
is relatively new and major change is not practical, 
it is critical of the current landscaping which, it says, 
“could be more casual with the introduction of rock 
and flower color.” 

It also expresses the opinion that the exterior 
wall color and finish give the complex an “insti¬ 
tutional feel” and that development of the “central 
arbor area” needs to be addressed. 

Members of the Design Review Council who 
developed the guidelines include Chairman Don 
Murphy, Patricia Hofer, Nancy McGrain, Gale Pa- 
pish and Shelby Pope, Beautification Committee 
liaison.

Handbook prepared 
for appointive posts 

A new handbook for members of city com¬ 
missions, boards and committees, prepared by the 
City Administration at the request of the City Coun¬ 
cil, is in the process of being distributed to the var¬ 
ious volunteers who serve the city in these capacities. 

The handbook appears to be an offshoot of 
the recently adopted ordinance to limit board and 
commission terms and exert more council control 
over its appointed bodies. 

During the past year several councilmembers 
have expressed concern over the conduct of both 
members and meetings of the various bodies. 

The document itself tends toward heavy reading 
unless the reader has a particular interest in pro¬ 
cedures and advice on everything from decorum 
to roles, authorities, rules, regulations, guidelines, 
conducting board meetings and selecting chairs and 
co-chairs. 

Perhaps the most interesting sections deal with 
violation of the so-called “Brown Act,” conflicts 
of interest and statements of economic interest 
which spell out state law governing “secret meet¬ 
ings” and the possibility of financial gain to be 
made by members of the various bodies from ac¬ 
tions taken with their vote, even though the hand¬ 
book makes it clear that all such “actions” are 
only recommendations to the council. 

It spells out the requirement that all meetings 
of these bodies must be properly noticed and public 
and that any member of the public may attend a 
meeting and voice opinions on actions taken. 

A “secret meeting” is defined as one where the 
public is excluded and not only “action” is taken, 
but excludes even “deliberation.” Telephone “polls” 
by these bodies are also violations. 

Penalties for violation of interest are listed as 
“administrative penalties” of up to $2(XX) for each 
violation and litigation which could result in a fine 
of up to $!0,(X)0 and imprisonment, plus ineligi¬ 
bility to run for office for four years. 

Complaints, it states, should be made to the Los 
Angeles District Attorney’s office or Enforcement 
Division of the Fair Political Practices Commission. 

Otherwise, the document is replete with such 
admonishments as “work to establish a good rela¬ 
tionship with other members,” “be open and hon¬ 
est,” “allow others to fully present their views,” 
and “make new members welcome.” 

Various sections deal with basic objectives, the 
role of staff, the agenda, minutes and council 
liaisons. It also covers procedures for application 
to serve on the various bodies, descriptions of the 
city’s legislative structure and various city depart¬ 
ments, with a section for newly appointed memberC 

A question raised by several readers of the 
document was, “Does City Council have a similiar 
guideline document?” 

The answer, according to City Administrator 
James McRea, was that the League of California 
Cities has handbooks for City Councilmembers and 
Planning Commissioners which outline technical 
responsibilities. —J.M.

Three goals were add¬ 
ed to the land use ele¬ 
ment of the revised 
General Plan which was 
approved by the Arcadia 
City Council 5-0 at last 
week meeting. 

Those goals, which 
came out of several 
public hearings spon¬ 
sored by the Arcadia 
Planning Commission 
and the city council, 
focus on maintaining 
and preserving single¬ 
family, large-lot 
neighborhoods, preserv¬ 
ing mature trees and 
maintaining the spacious 
character of the single¬ 
family neighborhoods. 

Specifically, these 
goals mean that sub¬ 
dividing large lot 
neighborhoods into 
smaller lots incompatible 
with the surrounding 
area will be dis¬ 


couraged, that, where 
feasible, mature native 
trees on both commercial 
and residential proper¬ 
ties will be pitscrved and 
that new single-family 
subdivisions will not 
result in leap frog 
development which 
leaves existing lots which 
are out of conformity 
with the general develop¬ 
ment of the area and 
which are not capable of 
being subdivided in the 
future. 

The General Plan is the 
foundation upon which 
all land use decisions are 
based and a guide to 
future growth and 
development in the city. 

To carry out the 
action programs in the 
revised General Plan, the 
planning department will 
identify the single-family 


neighborhoods which are 
developed predominantly 
with large lots and look 
into possible zone 
changes to reduce the 
allowable density and 
increase the required lot 
sizes for new lots within 
the area. 

The city also will review 
existing subdivision 
regulations to determine 
if criteria can be 
developed to prohibit 
single-sided cul-de-sacs, 
except under specific 
circumstances. 

Copies of the revised 
General Plan, which cur¬ 
rently is being prepared 
for printing, will be avail¬ 
able for loan or purchase 
from the planning depart¬ 
ment after Jan. 1.

Councilman Robert 
Harbicht pointed out 
that this ordinance has 
been on the hooks for 


several years and that 
the city has not received 
a single complaint about 
it. “We are being har¬ 
assed bv an outside or¬ 
ganization,” declared 
Harbicht. 

“I believe the citizens 
of Arcadia want this or¬ 
dinance as it is and we 
should be prepared to 
defend it. This ordi¬ 
nance is necessary to 
help emergency services 
quickly identify build¬ 


ings. Further, I feel that 
if Arcadia were to go the 
way of Monterey Park, 
it would result in visual 
pollution which our citi¬ 
zens do not want,” con¬ 
tinued Harbicht. 

If the people of Ar¬ 
cadia want us to change 
the ordinance, they 
should tell us. If they 
want the ordinance left 
as it is, they should 
tell us that, too,’ Har¬ 
bicht added.
